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fteport of the Council. 


I N conformity with the constitution of the Institute, the Council 
have now to present to the members their Twenty-seventh 
Annual Report on the financial and general condition of 
the Institute, and its progress during the past year. 

Members. —Nine new members havo been added to the 
roll since the last annual meeting. This number, though small, 
shews a slight increase on that for the previous year, when the 
elections were six only. On the other hand, fifteen names have 
been withdrawn—three from death, nine from resignation, and 
three from non-payment of subscription for more than two conse¬ 
cutive years. There has thus been a net decrease of six during 
the year, the number on the roll at the present time being 171. 
The names removed by death are Mr. J. B. Russell (who for 
several years served on the Council, and who always took an 
active interest in the affairs of the Society), the Hon. P. Dignan, 
and Mr. J. H. Lusher. 

Finance. —The following synopsis of the balance sheets 
appended to the Report will enable the members to form a proper 
idea of the financial position of the Institute. The total revenue of 
the general account is stated at £ 1,357 10s. 5d., but this sum includes 
the balance of £53 14s. 7d. carried from the previous year, and also 
a temporary advance of £306 6s. 7d. obtained from the capital 
account for the purpose of defraying the cost of purchasing and 
re-erecting the celebrated carved house at Maketu, allusion to 
which will be made further on. Deducting these amounts, it will 
be seen that the real income of the Society has been £997 9s. 3d. 
This shews a marked increase on the amount for the previous 
year, which was £934 7s. 6d. The interest derived from the 
invested funds of the Costley bequest has been £474 12s. 2d; 
while the Museum endowment has contributed in rents and 
interest on investments £343 2s., the latter sum being the largest 
yet received from this source. The members’ subscriptions have 
yielded £129 3s., almost exactly the same amount as that credited 
in the previous year. The expenditure reaches a total of 
£1,283 16s. Id., leaving a credit balance of £73 14s. 4d. in the 
Bank of New Zealand. The invested funds of the Institute are 
in a satisfactory condition. The total amount at the present 
time is £12,845, shewing an increase of £356 during the year. 
With the exception of about £600, the whole of this sum is now 
invested on mortgage on freehold property. The Council have 
exercised the utmost care in selecting the various securities, and 
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believe that the whole of them are exceptionally good and stable. 
Altogether, the financial position of the Institute may be con¬ 
sidered as thoroughly sound. 

Museum Endowments —Some small sales of township 
allotments have been effected during the year, and the proceeds 
have been duly paid over and invested, but beyond this there is 
little to report. The Council are now negotiating with the Crown 
Lands Board respecting the utilisation of the Tihitihi Block, 
at Whangarei, the largest of the Museum endowments; and it 
is hoped that a concerted plan of action may be decided upon 
under which the block may be cut up and either sold for cash or 
leased for a term of years. The chief difficulty in dealing with 
the endowments, as has been pointed out in previous reports, is 
that there is little demand for country lands except under per¬ 
petual lease; and under that system the rents are so small, and 
are often paid with such irregularity, that the Council are un¬ 
willing to adopt it, except in a partial and tentative manner.

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Most of the above papers have been forwarded to the Manager of 
the New Zealand Institute at Wellington, with the view of their 
publication in the forthcoming volume of Transactions. 

Museum. —The attendance of visitors at the Museum con¬ 
tinues to be satisfactory. On Sunday afternoons a register has 
been kept by the janitor, which shews that 9,873 persons entered 
the building on that day, being an average of 189 for each Sun¬ 
day. The largest attendance was 334 on August ‘26th, and the 
smallest 34 on June 17th. On week days the visitors are only 
occasionally counted, but sufficient data are available for con¬ 
sidering the average daily attendance to be about 110. If. the few 
days on which the Museum was closed are excluded from the 
calculation, the approximate week-day attendance can be given 
as 33,000, the total for the year consequently being 41,873. The 
greatest attendance on any one day was 443 on May 24 (Queen’s 
Birthday). On the whole, the statistics shew that the attendance 
on Sunday afternoons has slightly decreased during the year; but 
that this decrease has been more than counterbalanced by an 
increase in the number of week-day visitors. 

The most interesting addition made to the Museum is the 
celebrated Maori Carved House formerly standing at Maketu, 
in the Bay of Plenty, and owned by Te Pokiha Taranui, 
the leading chief of the Ngatipikiao tribe. Early in the year 
Mr. F. D. Fenton ascertained that the house could probably 
be purchased, and after a short negotiation secured an offer 
of it for the sum of £150. This he placed before the Council, 
strongly advocating its purchase. The desirability of securing 
for the City of Auckland such an excellent example of Maori art, 
at a price so reasonable, could not be gainsaid, and the Council 
gladly agreed to take advantage of the offer. The house was 
very carefully taken down and shipped to Auckland, and has since 
been erected in the centre of the Ethnological Hall, where it 
forms a very striking and imposing object. The total cost of its 
purchase, together with its removal and re-erection, has been 
£306 Gs. 7d. This amount was much too large to be defrayed 
out of a single year’s revenue, and it was consequently decided to 
charge it temporarily against the capital account, on the under¬ 
standing that as large a sum as possible should be repaid at the 
close of each year until the whole had been returned. In fulfil¬ 
ment of this promise, a first instalment of rather more than one- 
third has just been paid into the investment account, leaving a 
balance of £200, which will probably be extinguished before the 
expiration of two years. The Council would here put on record 
their appreciation of the services rendered by Mr. Fenton to the 
Museum in this matter. As already stated, all the preliminary 
negotiations for the purchase of the house were made by him. 
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At considerable personal inconvenience he accompanied the 
Curator to Maketu, in order to smooth over any difficulties 
■which might have arisen in completing the purchase, and during 
the re-erection of the house his wide knowledge of the Maori 
race and its manners and customs were made freely available. 

Appended to the report will be found a complete list of all 
additions to the Museum. Many of these are both interesting 
and valuable, but it is hardly necessary to describe them in detail 
here. 

During the year the following work has been done in the 
Museum :—The re-arrangement of the foreign birds, commenced 
in the previous year, has been completed. Several minor changes 
have been made in the classification of the ethnological collections. 
The mineralogical collections have been cleaned, re-arranged, and 
re-labelled, all recent additions being worked into their proper 
places. An explanatory series, intended to facilitate the study of 
the mineral collection by beginners, has been formed and supplied 
with printed descriptive labels. The collection of New Zealand 
fossils, by far the greater portion of which had never been 
exhibited to the public, has been cleaned, systematically arranged, 
mounted, and labelled. The type collection of rocks, purchased 
some time ago in London, has been more suitably displayed : as 
also a special collection presented by Mr. Park, intended to 
illustrate the geology of the Thames Goldfields. The recent 
shells, both New Zealand and foreign, have also been carefully 
overhauled and re-labelled. In carrying out the above work, the 
Curator has had the help of Mr. Henry Suter, whose temporary 
appointment as assistant in the Museum the Council sanctioned 
some time ago. 

Library. —Under this head the Council have but little to 
report. Some expenditure has been incurred in binding arrears of 
magazines and serial literature, and the usual subscriptions have 
been paid for the publications of the chief English scientific societies. 
The magazines and periodicals subscribed to by the Institute, a 
list of which will be found on another page, have been regularly 
received, and have been, to some extent, circulated among the 
members. 

Little Barrier Island. —At the conclusion of last year’s 
report the Council drew attention to the serious delay in conclud¬ 
ing the purchase of the Little Barrier Island, and pointed out 
that the island was being gradually rendered less suitable for the 
preservation of the New Zealand fauna. At the annual meeting 
a resolution was passed requesting the Council to urge the 
Government to complete the purchase; and, in response to this, 
a deputation of the whole Council waited on the Premier, fully 


a 
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explaining the position of affairs, and the necessity for immediate 
action. The Premier expressed himself as being anxious and 
willing to expedite the purchase; and engaged that if the native 
owners continued to refuse reasonable terms a Bill would be 
introduced into Parliament providing for the compulsory purchase 
of the island at a fair valuation. This has since been done, and 
it is now stated that the Native Lands Court has fixed the amount 
payable to the owners. Probably no long period will elapse 
before the Government will be the sole owner of the island. If 
so, the Council trust that no time will then be lost in removing 
the few Maories still resident on the Island, and in furnishing the 
caretaker with full powers to prevent unauthorised persons from 
landing. 

In conclusion, the Council have to thank the members and 
others for the assistance and encouragement which they have 
given to the objects of the Institute, and which they hope will be 
again rendered during the coming year.
